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Violation of state code? 


Questions over ma

Research by the Hernet in- 
dicates that CSUS’ top ad 
ministrative personnel have 
violated the procedures of the 
State Administrative Manual 
(SAM), the governmental 
code which sets down rules 
and regulations for all state 
agencies. Specifically. $5,000 
of university money was given 
to a St. Louis firm to do 
graphics work for a perspec- 
tive map of the campus, with 
no indication of authorization 
for that expenditure from the 
proper state officials 


A memo in the ad- 
ministrative manual from 
Richard Camilli then ex- 


ecutive officer of the State 
Personnel Board lists seven 
cases in which a state agency 
may go outside the state civil 
service system and contract 
with a private agency. 

The ones that would apply 
to this case are, ‘‘The services 
are of such a unique or 
peculiar character that they 
could not be secured through 
civil service procedures." and 
“The services are so urgent, 
temporary, special, and 
highly technical that the work 
could not properly be per- 
formed by resorting to civil 
service procedures.”’ 

If either situation exists, 
section 2800 of the ad- 
ministrative manual outlines 
a precedure for contracting 
with an outside group, “All 
state printing will be done by 
the Department of General 
Services. Exceptions will be 
permitted only upon prior ap 
proval of the Director of 
General Services or his 
designated representative (s) 
in accordance with es- 


tablished guidelines as set 
forth in SAM section 2803.

Normally the designated 
representative of the Director 
of General Services would be 
someone within the State Prip- 
ting Office on Richards 
Boulevard. Sources within the 
printing office indicate that no 
requests were received, nor 
was any request to go outside 
the civil service systems. 
While it is possible that verbal 
permission was given, in the 
past verbal approvals have 
never been given by the prin- 
ting office 

John Cox, associate vice 
president for administration, 
indicated earlier that noonein 
the state printing office we 
capable of drawing the type oi 
map they needed. However. as 
was mentioned earlier, no re 
quest was made to the printing 
office and there are at least 
two state agencies including 
the Office of Architecture and 
Construction, which is under 
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ps unfold 


the Department of General 
Services,that are fully capable 
of drawing this type of 
perspective map, as well as 
maps of a far more technical 
nature. / 

In the interest of fairness, 
the Hornet checked with the 
other offices of the 
department of General Ser- 
vices who could authorize the 
graphics work. Neither the 
State Procurement Office 
nor the Office of Legal Ser- 
vices had given any 
authorization for this work 
Both offices indicated that 
they would have remembered 
such a request if it had gone 
through them 

Claude Brashears, director 
of support services at 
CSUS, normally would have 
handled the paper work in- 
vol ved ina request tu have the 
graphics work done. He in- 
dicated that he had seen no 
such request, and that in his 
opinion he would have 
remembered such a request if 
it had come across his desk. 


Brashears suggested con- 
tacting Cox for an order 
numbe | rr some. other 
docum: tron to which he 
could ret 

Whe was asked for 


documentation showing that 
State procedures had been 
followed, he became angry 
He said “Frankly I don’t think 
this is any business of the 
Hornet...I think you're caus. 
ing trouble.’’ 

Despite repeated requests 
Cox refused to provide any 
proof that the campus ad- 
ministration had followed the 
procedures which Cox ad- 
mitted must be followed.

Rocky to be subpoenaed 


(ZNS) Nelson Rockefeller, 
who has been testifying before 
the Senate Rules Committee 
during his vice presidential 
confirmation hearings, will be 
subpoenaed to testify in the At- 
tica prison trals currently 
underway in Buffalo, New 
Y ork. 

The Attica Brothers Legal 
Defense Committee reports it 
will subpoena Rockefeller to 
testify about his role in crush- 
ing the 1971 Attica rebellion. 

Rockefeller was the gover- 
nor of New York at the time of 
the prison uprising—and an 
independent negotiating com- 
mittee appealed to him per- 
sonally to intervene in the 
negotiations in order to save 
lives 

Instead, Rockefeller 
ordered the prisonyard to be 
stormed by 1200 armed state 
troopers: 42 inmates and hos- 
tages were killed during the 
seige, all of them the victims 
of troopers’ bullets. 

Attica attorney Haywood 
Burns is scheduled to testify 
before the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee this week, speaking out 
in strong opposition to 
Rockefeller’s confirmation as 
vice-president. 

Burns says he will quote 
from the official New York 
State report onthe uprising—a 
report entitled the ‘McKay 


Commission’ —which placed 
most of the blame for the At- 
tica massacre on state and 
prison officials 

In the meantime, the Attica

Fee payment change

The Hornet reported in 
Wednesday's issue that the 
Chairs of the School of Arts 
and Sciences unanimously 
passed a motion to accept the 
registrar's task force 
recommendation for a 
medified advanced fee 
payment for next semester 


Under that plan presented 
on Tuesday and scheduled for 
Dec. 6, 9 and 10, students 
would turn in their Computer 
Assisted Registration (CAR) 
forms and fees at the same 
time. Students who couldn't 
pay their fees at that time 
would be givena fee card to fill 
out and would be billed 
through the mail. 


According to Jack Gilles- 
pie, who made the proposal at 
the meeting, and Darrell Inab 
nit, the chairman of the regis- 
trar’'s task force, the in 
formation obtained in Tues- 
day's meeting was incorrect 


Under the new revised 
system, students would be en- 
couraged to turnin their CAR 
forms and fees at the same 
time. Students who couldn't 
pay their fees at that time 
would still be able to turn in 
their CAR forms, but would 
obtain a fee card to fill out and 
turn in later. The deadline for 
the turn-in of all fees and fee 
cards would be Jan. 6.

Every state office con 
tucted indicated that state 
policy has been violated if no 
authon zation was granted 

Cox stated that adverse 
publicity could endanger the 
chance that the governor s of- 
fice will approve the five color 
pnnting process that CSUS 
has requested for the map 
Sources close to the scene in 
dicate that there is no chance 
that five colors will be ap 
proved tor the map anyway 

The important question in 
this matter is one of openness 
When this probe was started 
we merely wanted to see the 
proper authorization for the 
contracting with a. private 
graphics firm. This documen 
tation could not be provided by 
unyone in any state office and 


our requests were met with 
anger by Cox 

One person who is familiar 
with the whole process of siate 
contracts says. “It sounds like 
someone has a friend in St. 
Louis.’ 

The Hornet has bent over 
backwards to be fair in this 
matter. to the point of spen 
ding several hours checki ng to 
see if someone could be found 
who had authorized this work.

JOHN LEE HOOKER 
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Female Comedy Team 
Brings Laughs, Anger 


Performing before 
audience made up almost ~ 
tirely of lesbians and 
feminists last Wednesday 
night was the female comedy 
team of Harrison and Tyler 
Perhaps the reason they drew 
such a crowd was because 
they are the only successful 
female comedy team in the 
United States 

Certainly it has been tough 
for women to break through in 
this field which is dominated 
almost entirely by men, but 
now, with three albums to 
their credit, they can begin to 
breathe a little easier. The duo 
is responsible for putting out 
the first lesbian album in the 
country and their second 
album no longer available in 
stores, is already a collectors 
item due to the fact that it was 
taken out of circulation shor- 
tly after being distributed. 
This happened when Wonder 
Woman Magazine wanted to 
sue for false advertising. The 
album was titled Wonder 
Women, but any connection 
between them and the comic 
Strip is a coincidence. 

What makes them good is 
their fresh and courageous ap- 
proach tohumor. They makea 
mockery of organizations that 
have belittled women. A good 
example of this was a skit in 
which they put down a leading 
airlines. Harrison, ap- 
propnately made-up, sileezed 
up to the microphone andina 
low husky voice said “Hi, I'm 
Carol from World Wide 
Airlines, Fly me. Tyler eyed 
her cooily and said “I’m Olga 
from Liberation Airlines, fly 
me and I'll kick your ass in.” 

It appeared at times that 
the team was more anti-male 
than profemale. More times

than once they repeated the 
phrase “Women have the 
power.” 

Some of the men in the 
audience became angered by 
the types of jokes they were 
doing and announced loudly 
that they were leaving. Har- 
rison retorted “I don’t have to 
insult you darling, God did it 
for me."’ A little later in the 
show she recalled another 
tume when a man in the 
audience had interrupted 
their performance by asking 
rudely if they were lesbians. 
Smiling, she told how Tyler 
had asked “are you the alter- 
native?’’ This line brought a 
round of applause from a 
group of lesbians sitting in the 
audience. 

The team then got into the 
use of words that are con 
sidered dirty. ‘‘There are no 
dirty words’’ said Harrison, 
“Fuck is just a four letter 
word that men expect women 
todo, but not say. Onthe count 
of three, I want everyone to 


yell it out.’ The audience 
obliged. 
The second half of the show 


was devoted to question-and- 
answer from the audience. 
The team told a little bit about 
themselves, explaining why 
they were so involved with 
women’s rights. ‘‘My mother 
was brilliant’’ said Harrison, 
“but my father stifled her. She 
is now psychotic because of 
this. I want to help every other 
woman because it is too late 
for meto help her.’ That there 
are two kinds of women: She 
went on to say. The ones that 
supress their feelings and 
become depressed, and the 
ones who air their feelings and 
are considered overly aggres- 
sive by men.

Jon Cyper is believeable as 
the somewhat chauvinistic 
Brad, who experiences an ex- 
tramarital affair w ‘th one of 
Betty's best fmends, without 
any knowledge on the part of 
Betty. He cannot seem t 
understand where Betty goes 
from ‘a.m. to 2 p.m. each day 
and is bewildered when he 
finds her alone in a cheap 
motel room practicing her 
typing and teaching herself 
photography. He is enraged 
and cannot believe she has 
been spending her time there 
alone. She finally gives up in 
disgust and lies to him, telling 
him that she’s been having an 
affair with a ficitious building 
contractor named ‘Marv 
Grain’. Brad accepts this 
rather than the truth!

Ford lacks provocative economists 


Judging from his words the 
new President regards the in- 
fiation problem as he would an 
outbreak of equine 
encephalitis; that is, as a 
public health problem, the 
remedy to which all 
men—Christian Scientists, 
Seventh-Day Adventists and 
cranks excepted—can agree 
on. So it must seem to one who 
Surrounds himself with the 
uniformity of opinion which 
presumes that with certain 
minor adjustments we can 
work our way back into our 
happy vesterdays 

Had he invited any of the 
more provocative thinkers of 
the Left or Right tohis summit 
conference. Mr. Ford would 
have at least heard his 
problems dissected in star- 
tingly different terms. As it is 
he won't have achance tohear 
some one like Stanford Univer- 
sity’s John G. Gurley tell him 
that there is an indissoluble 
linkage between American 
foreign policy and our in- 
creasingly difficult economic 
problems 

This idea goes further than 
the money hemorrhage oc- 
casioned by the flow of our 
military spending abroad. On 
that point New Left and New 
Right agree. But a person like 
Gurley, a former editor of the 
American Economic Review. 
goes further and speaks of “a 
deterioration of the United 
States capitalist class’’ 
brought on in no small part by 
the shrinking area of the world 
in which we can operate 
economically as we used to. 


Closed Off for Investment 


Gurley reminds us that 
“the Russian revolution 
closed off a good part of the 
world for investment, and 
then China closed off more in 
1949, and now many other 
countries are doing the same, 


while we need to grow to main- 
tain the viability of our en- 
trepreneurial class, and that’s 
increasingly difficult in this 
world economy.” 


In the sense of closing off of 
investment opportunities, 
China, North Vietnam and a 
score of other countnes are 
indeed a ‘‘loss.”” To add to the 
changing dimensions of the 
world, the profits once flowing 


to the United States from 
cheap foreign labor and 
natural resources are 


diminishing rapidly. Nobetter 
example of that can be found 
than tracing tne places of 
manufacture of such al! 
American necessities as 
baseballs and television sets 
As the years pass and foreign 
labor rates climb, these 
refugees from our own higher 
production costs must move 
from country to country ever 
seeking cheap labor 

For a long time one of the 
ways we sustained our 
economic dominance was by 
exporting our inflation We 
could do that because no 
matter how much we 
cheapened our dollar at home. 
the international agreements 
fixing rigid money-exchange 
rates with other countnes’ 
currencies meant that 
foreigners had to continue to 
accept our money at a price it 
was no longer worth. Thus, 
hypothetically, the West Ger- 
mans continued to get only our 
Deutsche marks to the dollar 
long after they should have 
been getting eight: but they 
money printed to pay for Viet- 
nam broke the system. 

Our currency exchange 
agreements collapsed, and 
now the dollar only gets what 
it deserves in exchange. 
However, although our 
position has changed, “We're 


still looking at life and foreign 
policy as a football game. ..our 
we're-number-one way of 
looking at economics,”’ or so 
says Jim Crotty. Professor of 
Economics at the University 
of Massachusetts and another 
non-invitee to Washington 

It is Crotty’s contention 
that Americans at home are 
being made to pay inorder for 
for others to export capital ab

The CSUS waterpolo team 
trounced Santa Rosa Junior 
College 12-4 in a scrimmage

The Hornet's performance 
lent credence to coach Tom 
Ehlert’s optimism concerning 
his team’s chances in the Far 
Western Conference this year, 
and served as an acid test for 
one swimmer in particular. 

That swimmer is Rick Pur- 
vis. Purvis is a 6-6 bearded and 
bespectacled goalie with arms 
that reach from here to there, 
and a voice that resembles 
that of a bull moose in mating 
season.

Con’d from page 7 
road and therby continue to 
Struggle for a waning 
dominance. For evidence 
Crotty cites the huge new tax 
incentives to exporters and 
the tripling of agricultural ex- 
ports in the last few years. The 
results of the food policy are 
available for inspection at the 
local supermarket, but the 
subsidized export program 
hurts just as surely if not as 
visibly 

None of this, he em- 
phasizes, does you and me any 
good. It doesn’t increase 
wealth, our standards of living 
and our purchasing power 
and , inthe not very long run, it 
may complete the 
enfeeblement of Gurley’s en 
trepreneurial class. While this 
is happening, though, _ in- 
calculable sums are wasted in 
pursuit of numberoneman 
ship. That same money is 
doubly lost because it might 
have been spent increasing 
our own productivity: that is 
enriching ourselves 

This sort of analysis not 
only asks the question, “Dowe
